the past ten y ears. 
A g ain of only

and it is believed th at some mistake 
has been made in the transm ission of 
the report. 
While no big g ain was e x­ 
pected in the rural districts it was 
thoug ht tht g ain which it is expected 
will be shown in Sey m our would make 
a substantial increase f o r the county . 
No word has y et been received r e ­ 
g arding the population o f thi> city . 
Indiana by the report

184,414 in population in the past ten 
y ears. 
For the preceding ten y ears 
the g ain was 424,058.

Issued by Uncle Sam in 1779. 


Silas Wilder has a piece o f paper 
money which he prizes very hig hly . It 
was issued by the new g overnment of 
the Lnited S ta te s in 1779. 
It bears 
the following wording : 
“ No. 139 39 8. 
Five Dollars. 
The hea rer is entitled 
to receive five Spanish Milled Dollars 
or an eq ual sum in g ohl o r silver, a c ­ 
cording to a resolution o f Cong ress of 
the L41h o f J a nua r y , 1779.” 
On the 
other side are the sig natures, J. S e a ­ 
cock, and IL Donnell, and the imprint 
o f Hall & Sellers, 1779. 
The bit of 
p a p e r is 2 7/8 by 3 % and is a very ra re | 
' 
specimen of o ur early money .

Several recom m endations a r e to be 
m ade by the depa rtm ent o f instruc ­ 
tion to the coining leg islature, one o f 
which is o f interest to m a ny o f the 
ta xp a y e rs o f Ja c k so n county . It p ro ­ 
vides fo r an increase in the levies fo r 
g eneral sch« x>l purposes in township« 
which are re<|uired to borrow* money 
from the s ta te tre a sury to c a r r y out 
six and seven months terms o f school. 
Cnder the present laws a township 
school corporation which h a s a 
2 5 - 
cent levy a nd does not raise sufficient 
money to c a r r y on the schools fo r a 
term o f six months m ay dra w on the 
s ta te tr e a s ur y fo r additional funds 
req uired to maintain the school f o r 
th a t leng th o f time, a nd a tow nship 
having a seven months term m ust 
have a levy o f 40-eents before they 
can dra w on the state trca surer.S ev - 
eral o f the townships in this countv 
have the above levies but <1<> not raise 
sufficient money and depend upon the 
sta te tr e a s ur y for m« >ney to complete 
the terms. 
The money borrowed is 
paid hack when tin* taxes are collect­ 
ed. 
Robert J. Alev, who resig ned a s 
sta te 
superintendent 
o f public 
in­ 
struction last S aturda y , believes th a t 
the minimum levy should be inc re a s e d 
and has p re p a re d a recom m endation 
to th a t effect. 
He is o f the opinion 
that 
the minimum levy to r a six 
months scho o l sho uld be raised to 3 5 
cents instead of 27> cents, while t h a t 
for a seven m onths term should be 
increased from 40 cents to 50 ce nts. 
If the recommendation o f Mr. Aley 
is adopted a law will be p a sse d pro­ 
viding f o r a 10-cent increase in the 
school levies o f all such township« . 
Speaking o f the recom m endation, 
Mr. Aley said that the sta te should 
be compelled to assist school c o r p o r ­ 
ations only when the c o rp o ra tio ns 
helped themselves. 
He believes th a t 
the minimum levies are entirely too 
low. 
lie >ai« l th at in m any instance« 
the ra te is purposely m ade too low in 
or« ler that the corporation m ay dra w 
on the sta te fo r larg e a m o unts which 
is an injustice to o ther counties.

This disease fu rther cau ses 7 2 
p er cent of all blindness in children 
u nder one y ear of age, and has been 
denominated by one writer as “a v eri­ 
table world p lagu e.” 
The tragedy of 
it all is that children and adu lts blind 
from this disease need nev er to hav e 
been blind. 
The disease cau sing all this trou ble 
is called "Op hthalmia Neonatoru m,” 
or the sore ey es of new-born babies. 
It u su ally manifests itself a few hou rs 
after birth and m atter is seen coming 
from between the ey elids.

to itself it v ery soon cau ses loss if 
not destru ction of ey esight in ev ery 
baby thu s afflicted. 
This dread disease can be p rev ent­ 
ed, say s L)r. A. N. Hu rty of the state 
board of health, by hav ing the doctors 
u p on the birth of the baby drop into 
each ey e a 1 p er cent solu tion of ni­ 
trate qI silv er. 
So well informed are 
the mothers of the state of Connecti­ 
cu t, that they demand that the doctor 
u se the “drop s” in each and ev ery 
baby ’s ey es when born.

80 much has b een written and said 
pertaining to the great b enefits from ' 
the use of the road drag that many j 
people b eginning the use of it b ecome 
discouraged b efore they are well s ta rt­ 
ed. 
They should not feel thus, as it 
often takes a whole season for the 
road to b ecome properly puddled and 
b aked to w ithstand the rains and tra f­ 
fic. After a road has b een worked with 
a drag only a short time it is not well 
to expect It to stand up to heav y tra f­ 
fic during a continued damp spell w ith­ 
out b eing affected.

Some T h in gs to Interest the Am bitious 
Amateur. 
Homemade millinery is almost baf­ 
fling at the present moment. 
From 
bu ilding the htrge bows and ehou x \ 
and swathing the folds of piece silk 
and satin to sewing in feathers and 
flowers, hat trimming, in fact, has en­ 
tered .a new phase, and many of the ; 
old theories on wiring, sewing and 
trimming hav e had to u ndergo some 
modification. 
The choice of a thread 
for sewing on the trimming is most 
important, a black hat or one in a 
dark shade, no matter whether it is 
made of silk, v elv et or felt, requ iring 
cobbler’s shoe thread in preference to 
machine thread, howev er low a nu m­ 
ber may be av ailable. 
A good bow is alway s the test of a 
beginner’s progress, nothing being, as

center. A professional milliner alwav s
